Among the sixty-one varieties grown 
this seaSon, the Abundance stood first in 
yield with 50.4 bushels per acre, and the 
Prize Taker second with 50.2 bushels. 
These are both white wheats, very 
closely resembling the Dawson’s Golden 
Chaff in all respects, The Abundance 
also gave the highest yleld among all 
the varieties grown in 1905 and is a 
promising variety, although not of the 
yery best milling quality. It is interest- 
ing to note that this year two of the 
comparatively hard red wheals—Russian 
Amber and Imperial Amber—have come 
up to second and third places in yield of 
grain with 49.8 and 49.4 bushels per 
acre respeciively. All four varieties 
mentioned above were over the stand- 
ard in weight, the Imperial Amber being 
the heaviest and weighing almost 63 
Ibs. per bushel. The five varieties giv- 
ing the heaviest weight per measured 
bushel in 1906 were Northwester, Gen- 
eva, McPherson, Economy, and Au- 
burn; these, however, were all rather 
low in yield with the exception of 
Auburn which was fifth in weight per 
measured bushel. and sixth in. yield ot 
grain per acre among the sixty-one 
varieties grown.

8.—-RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS 
THROUGHOUT ONTARIO. 


_ No less than two hundred and forty- 
one farmers in Ontario conducted co- 
operative experiments with Autumn- 
sown crops quring the past year. Good 
reports of carefully conducted tests have 
been received from many of these, and 


all deserve credit for the useful work 


they have done for themselves and their 


fellow farmers.

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Dawson's Golden Chaff and Imperial 
Amber gave smaller yields of grain than 
the other three varielies, they have first 
and second. places in popularity with 
the experimenters; the Dawson's being 
the most popular, probably because of 
its clean strong straw. The Banatka 
which stood first in yield of grain was 
third in popularity. This is a hard red 
wheat of good milling quality but pro- 
duces rather weak straw, and therefore 
lodges considerably, especially in bad 
weather, 

Of the three varieties of Winter Rye 
distribuled last Autumn, the Mammoth 
stood first in average yield of grain 
with 41.4 bushels per acre, the Thou- 
sand-fold second with $2.9 bushels, and 
the Common third with 31.8 bushels, 
These three varieties are very much 
alike Jn most respects, though differing 
somewhat in yield, 

For the production of fodder Hairy 
Vetches and Winler Rye were grown 
this year for the fourth time. Several 
reports of this experiment were re- 
ceived. but as the Vetches were com- 
pletely winter killed in most places, no 
good comparison of the yields can be!

ON THE FARM. 


STARTING A FLOCK OF 


SHEEP. 
To give my actual experience, I be- 
| gan one fall with 12 yeurling ewes and 
| hired a Cotswold ram for $5, writes Mr, 
C, Shinnerer, In due time my ewes all 
brought twin lambs except one and 
raised them all, About the end of Sep- 
tember I butchered the best one and 
Sold 22 a few days later to a neighbor 
for $100. I then got a full blood Ox- 
ford ‘ram and the next crop of lambs 
Was fully as good, if nol better, “To 
Slart a flock, my way would be to get 
the desired number of lambs in the fall, 
preferably full bloods, but good grades 
will do and to: breed from them, then 
Keep them all and in the spring they 
should shear from 12 to 15 pounds of 
wool. In the fall L would get a well- 
bred Oxford ram for breeding. 

I rather favor early lambs, but you 
must have a warm stable and more 
feed will be needed. The ewes may 
have less woolsthan if the lambs come 
late. If you are likely to become over- 
stocked you can get rid of lambs at 
good prices. The ewes will be fat in the 
fall to sell or in prime fix to breed 
again, To have good Jambs ready for 
Easter you must push them all you can, 
besides feeding the mothers ‘strong 
feeds, I always have an extra pen for 
the lambs to go into, where I give them 
Sugar to get them started eating. Then 
I give oals and corn meal bran, mill 
wheat, sugar beets and in fact anything 
they will eat, along with plenty of good 
clover hay. “If I want? to keep them I 
dock all.of them within two weeks from 
birth. Those I intend to sell I omit. 

For the ewes a_ good, roomy stable 
should be provided during the winter 
and also for summer use, to keep them 
away from sun and flies. The ewes 
must have plenty of exercise, even in 
winter time. Their main feed should be

Tallies Were Unc

were used In England from the earliest | 


times down to as late as 1834. 

Tallies, as they were called, were 
made out of a curyed plece of hazel, 
notches being eut along the edges to 
stand for a certain sum of money. The 
tally was then sawed half through 
below the lowest notch ond the notch- 
ed part split into two pieces, on both 


These pieces seryed as check and 
counterfoll, the latter being always the 
larger piece with the unnofched end 
as a kind of handle, The smaller piece 
was then taken by the payee, the larger 
sent to the person on whom the check 
was drawn, generally a collector of 
customs or other revenues, public or 
private. He would honor the check on 
finding that the two pieces fitted and 
had the amount credited to him by the 
drawer on returning them together to 
him. Thus were the great danger and 
expense of transporting large sums of 
coin ayoided. 

Forgery of a tally was obviously im- 
possible unless a new counterfoil could 
be substituted, and if stolen in the or- 
dinary way it would be of little use to

There are still a good many tallies in 
existence, but the majority were burn- 
ed in the great fire which destroyed the 
old houses of parliament.

OLD GLORY. 


Story of the Stara and Stripes on the 
Americnn Ving, 
The design for the American fing, 
with thirteen stripes of alter e red 
and white and thirteen wilite stara in 
ti blue field, representing the thirteen 
states struggling for independence, 
was adopted by the Continental con- 
gress on June 14, 1777, a little less 
than a year after the declaration of 
independence. The first flag of this 
design was made a8 a specimen for 
the congress by Betsy Ross, a dress- 
maker, of Philadelphia. It is supposed 
that this flag was first unfurled by 
Paul Jones on the Ranger, a yessel of 
ihe navy to which he had been as- 
signed on the day that the resolution 
adopting the design was passed. The 
thirteen stars of the flag of 1777 were 
arranged in a cirele, though no form 
was prescribed officially. ‘This flag re- 
mained unchanged until 1794, and then, 
on motion of Senator Bradley of Ver- 
mont, which, with Kentucky, had been 
ndmitted to the Union, it was resolved 
that from and after May 1, 1795, “the 
flag of the United States be fifteen 
Stripes, alternate red and white; that 
the union be fifteen stars, white in a 
blue field.” This was the flag used in 
the war of 1812, The act made no 
provision for future alterations in the 
flag, and none was made until 1818. 
Upon the suggestion of Captain Sam- 
uel_C. Reid of the navy a bill was 
passed on April 4, 1818, reducing the 
number of stripes in the flag to the 
original thirteen and making the num- 
ber of stars equal to the number of 
states. The new star for a new state 
is not added to the flag until the Pourth

THE DIVINE NAME. 


Ineffable Word That Is Never Used 
by Many Israelites. 

An eminent rabbi has given his view 
of the ancient Jewish rendering of the 
name of the Deity. He says that the 
term “Jehovah,” the ineffable tetra- 
grammaton, is never pronounced by 
many Israelites. They use the word 
“Adonoi,” which signifies “the Lord.” 
The translators of the Bible followed 
this custom, rendering the word “Jeho- 
yah’ as “Lord.” In ancient times the 
Pharisees replaced the tetragramma- 
ton by Shem. ‘They used “Shemo,” 
which is also Biblical, as the sacred 
name, and this name is yet retained 
to some extent among the Jews. But 


it would appear from passages in the” 


Psalms that Adonoi, or Lord, for Jeho- 
yah was more ancient eyen than the 
times of the Pharisees. It thus occurs 
eight times in Psalm Ixxxiy. It also 
appears in the book of Hxodus, where 
“Jehovah” had been used Jn the orig- 
inal Hebrew. This substitution would 
seem to be older than any other, and 
it is yet common among all Jews. 

The rabbi says he has found that the 
ancient translations testify in favor of 
“A donoi.” 

Looking at the English translation of 
the Old Testament, it will be found 
that the name Jehovah appears in the 
books of Genesis, Exodus, Judges, the 
Psalms and Isaiah, It is not in the 
New Testament,

(carayan) must stand all losses; conse- 
quently great care is given to the se- 
lection of both the camels which carry 
the valuable merchandise and the men 
who accompany them. ‘The tall and 
swift riding camel known as the me- 
hari is seldom met with in northern 
Tripoli. The finest male draft cam- 
els, the jamal, costing from $50 to $60 
‘apiece, with a carrying capacity of 
about three hundredweight, are used 
for transport. rox consumption or the 
effects of the long strain scores often 
die by the way and many others at 
the end of the “voyage.” The wages 
of the men for conducting a return car- 
go are sometimes as high as $5,000. 
Not only must the garfla sheiks have 
great courage and endurance, but must 


be trustworthy traders and shrewd dip-- 


lomats of no small caliber. Many of 
the sultans and chiefs, particularly the 
Touaregs, through whose territories lie 
the garfla routes, exact not only hom- 
age, but tribute, from the garfla sheiks. 
To bring this tribute within a reason- 
able sum and secure a safe conduct re- 
quires. extraordinary skill and tact.

Midland to be Double Tracked. 


The Grand Trunk Railway is coming 
right back at the C. P. R. for its inva- 
sion of the Province of Ontario, and the 
official announcement is made that ar- 
rangements are being completed for the 
double-tracking of the entire branch 
from Midland to Belleville.

Obituary. 


Mr. Joseph Hogle, one of the oldest 
and most respected of our pioneer set- 


Wellman’s Corners, on 'yiday morning, 
Aug. 24th. 

Mr. Hogle was horn in Sidney town- 
ship on Sept. 27th, 1826, where he passed 
the earlier days of his life. He came to 
Rawdon in 1817, and settled on the 
farm now owned by Mr. Alex. Morton. 
On Feb. 2nd, 1819, he was married to 
Catherine. eldest daughter of the late 
Emmanuel Maybee, and soon afterward 
removed to the farm near Gullett’s Mill, 
where he resided until the time of his 
death. 

The deceased gentleman was a man} 
of good understanding and ready wit. 
and was better educated. than most of 
the men of hisday. He was elected to 
the county council in 1884 or 1885, and 
occupied the seat for nine years, during 
which time he held the position of Clerk 
of the council. He took an active part

in politics, but being a man of broad 
views he would often break through 
party lines and give an independent 
vote where his sense of right would 
lead him, This of course gave offence 
to the bigoted and narrow-minded 
partizans, but this was more than made 
up to him by the added respect of those 
who, like himself, could see and think 
for the good of the country, irrespective 
of parties. In religion Mr. Hogle was 
a Methodist, and his home was always 
open to the Methodist preachers, 

The temperance cause has lost a 
warm and energetic friend in the late 
Mr. Hogle. For years he advocated 
its principles and worked and voted for 
its interests. Many were the stories he 
would tell from his experience of the 
evils brought about by the drinking 
habit among the early settlers in this 
locality. 

The funeral took place on the after- 
noon of Saturday, Aug. 25th, and was 
very largely attended. The church 
was beautifully decorated, and the choir 
gave appropriate music. The Rey, D. 
Balfour preached an excellent sermon 
from James 4, 14: **‘ Whereas ye know 
not what shall be on the morrow. For 
what is your life? It iseven wu vapour 
that appeareth for a little time and then 
vanisheth away.” The remains were 
then laid beside those of his wife, who 
precedaa him to the grave a year and a 

alf ago.

PREPARING LIVE STOCK FOR THE 
RING, 


In the various live stock «departments 
there is a certain class of professional 
exhibitors who need no instruction re- 
garding the preparation of animals for 
the show ring. Some of them have 
cerlain methods of feeding and ways of 
handling live stock for rounding them 
off for exhibition purposes. It is im- 
possible to secure a detailed description 
of their methods. As a rule, many 
breeders take their cattle direct’ from 
the pasture to the fair. A few weeks 
before the fair the cattle are brought in 
daily and kept up for a short time they 
become accustomed to their feeds. In 
this way they are not disturbed or affect- 
ed by the sudden change when trans- 
ferred from the pasture to the fair 
grounds stall. With plenty of good 
chopped hay in sacks, the exhibitor 
will be able to adjust the meal and cut 
feeds in sacks to the needs of the ani- 
mals so that they may be kept on their 
proper feed and in good tone. Good 
alfalfa and clover well cut makes _ one 
of the most satisfactory cut feeds. 

Care should be taken not to overcrowd 
the animals with food on the way to 
the fair. Frequently the appetite slack- 
ens in transportation and expe rience 
shows that it is better to keep them 
under, rather than overfed. ‘The feed 
given them during transit should be 
dry rather than possessing tov much 
succulence. It is a well-known fact that 
scme animals will not take much water 
when on the road, hence the necessity 
The individuals 
should be watched. The more nearly 
they can be’ kept and fed as they were 
when at home the better. 

Animals should not be washed until 
they are thoroughly rested after their 
journey, The facilities for washing, in- 
cluding soap, brushes, buckets and 
plenty of fresh water. It is important 
that this work be pushed rapidly. Ani- 
mals are taken to the fair for shew pur- 
poses and the oftener they are in the

For instance, 
if you mix a quart of whisky in a 
gallon of water and then filter the mix- 
ture it will come out colorless, the 
floating color particles haying been left 
behind, but this colorless fluid will be 
quite as capable of intoxicating you 
now as it was before, for none of its 
dissolved alcoho] will have disappeared.

All the undissolved portions 
of the sewage are removed by filtration 
and the water is left clear, tasteless 
and colorless, but the dissolyed sewage 
is still present and in it may lurk Dil- 
lions of typhoid germs.

“T was asked in November, 1900, to 
investigate some strange occurrences 
which had taken place at the house of 
Signor Pavarino by way of Peseatori, 
Turin. One phenomenon I was asked 
to explain was the mysterious over- 
turning of cups and jugs, which were 
precipitated to the ground by some 
unseen agency. 

“These oecurrences were accompa- 
nied by loud knockings on the walls 
and the pulling of bells in yarious 
parts of the house. The youngest 
daughter was awakened on several oc- 
easions by blows aimed at her by some 
unseen hand, and her body on exami- 
nation was found to be covered with 
bruises, the result of severe pinchings. 
Her sister, who slept in the same bed, 
felt nothing and was not disturbed in 
any way. 

“The clash of rapiers was heard in 
the house at another time, accompa- 
nied by cries of anger and groans of 
anguish. Lights were also seen pass- 
ing to and fro in unlighted rooms. An 
Alpine hat was continually moying 
about the room, and eyen when it was 
deliberately nailed to a chair an inyis- 
ible hand precipitated it to the ground, 
All these mysterious: happenings went 
on for eight months, and in regard to 
them I took the evidence of reliable 
persons, who testified that they had 
been eyewitnesses of the phenomena. 
Even when the bell ropes were remoyed 
from the bells the tinkling continued 
at all hours of the day and night. 

“The scene changed to a house in the 
next street, by way of Baya, adjoining 
by way of Peseatori, where the news- 
papers of Turin began to chronicle mys- 
terious oceurrences of almost a similar 
nature to these which occurred in by 
way of Pescatori, cups and saucers, 
pans and kettles being juggled about 
by an unseen agency and causing at 
the time 2 most infernal row. 

“In particular, one cireumstance was 
most noteworthy. Im the cellar, filled 
with full and empty bottles, much loss 
to the proprietor was caused by the 
smashing of the flasks by some unseen 
hand, but with eyery trace of method 
and willfulness in the way in which the 
breakage occurred. On my entrance 
into the cellar I lighted five candles, 
thinking that a supernatural spirit 
would ayoid the light. On the con- 
trary, I saw three empty bottles roll 
about as if pushed by a finger and 
break close by me. I made eyery pos- 
sible investigation to discover a hidden 
trick, but to no ayail. Several bottles 
were taken up in the air as if lifted by 
the hand and dashed to the ground. 

“The wife of the proprietor left about 
that time for a yisit to her father’s. 
While she was away the occurrences 
ceased, only to break out again imme- 
diately on her return by way of Baya. 
The waiter of the house was then re- 
moyed, and the occurrences ceased al- 
together, leaving it to be supposed, 
since no other hypothesis is probable, 
that he was the medium through which 
the phenomena were rendered possible. 

“In May, 1903, I was asked to inves- 
tigate another mysterious affair which 
happened in the family of a printer 
named Mignotti, also in Turin. It was 
noticed that when one of his children, 
4 little boy, went to bed at night loud 
knockings began to be heard on the 
wall next to which he lay. A doctor, 
the police and myself were ealled in. 
We examined the walls and the rooms 
with great care. 

“As soon as the boy was placed in 
his bed the knocking began. It was 
evidently conducted in an inteiligent 
manner, and it was possible to estab- 
lish some sort of communication, It 
was only, however, when the boy lay 
awake that the phenomenon occurred, 
As soon as he went to sleep the knock- 
ing became yery vague and indistinet.

ized, as in the erab and most others of 
the higher crustaceans, into prehensile 
for catching and crushing the 
Their use is obylous. 
largely off mollusks of yarious 
and other hard shelled marine 
animals. In order to be able to breals 
or crush the shells of these and so to 
get at the softer flesh within they have 
acquired such lat and yery muscular 
nippers or pinchers. That is not all, 
Not only have the two front 
legs been differentiated and specialized 
from the eight others in this manner, 
but also, by a rare exception to the 
symmetry of the body, the right claw 
has been specialized from the left, each 
being intended to perform a distinct 
function. One is a scissors, the other 
is a mill; one is a cutter, the other is a 
cracker. 

As a rule, the right claw is the slen- 
derer and longer. It has toothlike pro- 
jections or serrated edges on its nip- 
ping faces, and it is rather adapted for 
biting and severing than for crushing 
or grinding. The left claw, on the oth- 
er hand, is usually thicker, heavier and 
rounder. Its muscles fre more power- 
ful, and in place of sharp teeth it has 
blunt tubercles, or hammers, of differ- 
ent sizes. It acts, in fact, more like a 
nutcracker than like teeth or a saw. 
It is a smashing organ, Nevertheless 
you will find it interesting to observe, 
by noting the lobsters served to you at

When a new plantation of pimento 
trees is to be formed no regular sow- 
ing or planting takes place, because it 
is next to impossible to propagate the 
young plants or to ralse them from 
seeds in parts of the country where 
they are not found growing spontane- 
ously, Usually a piece of land is se- 
lected either close to a plantation al- 
ready formed or in a part of the wood- 
land where pimento trees are growing 
in a native state. The chosen piece of 
land is then cleared of all wood ex- 
cept these trees, and the felled timber 
is allowed to remain on the ground for 
the purpose of protecting the very 
young piment plants. 

At the end of two years the land is 
thoroughly cleared, and only the most 
vigorous pimento trees and plants are 
left standing. The plants come to‘ma- 
turity in about seven years, 

In fayorable seasons the pimento 
crop is enormous, a single tree often

Unalaska resembles other northern 
stations, having warehouses, docks, the 
ineyitable Greek church and a score of 
wooden cabins. ~ Whalers leave here 
for the arctic regions. 

Dutch Harbor is a station for our 
reyenue fleet, There is much coming 
and going of ships of allnations. There 
is quite a formidable fleet, and only 
two ships out of twelye carry colors 
of the same country.

_ WAX TAPERS. 3 


Made Todny as They Were In the 

: Seventeenth Century, 

In the manufacture of wax matches 
and the long and slender tapers which 
are known as rats de eave (cellar rats) 
the method intreluced into France by, 
Pierre Blesmaire in the middle of the 
seyenteenth century is still in use. 

The method is practiced today in the 
Carriere factory at Bourg lae Rine, 
near Paris. The cords of which the 
wick is composed pass into a basin of 
melted wax heated by a small furnace, 
from which they are drawn through a 
perforated plate to a large wooden _ 
drum which is turned slowly by hand. 
The operation is repeated two or three 
times, the size of the hole through 
which.the cord passes being increased’ 
each time. When the waxed cord has 
attained the required size it is wound 
on jarge reels in skeins of 400 or 500. 
meters (about 1,500 feet), which are 
boxed and shipped to wholesalers. It 
is also furnished in lengths of from 
three to ten meters (ten to thirty-three 
feet), folded as often as may be re- 
quired for conyenient packing. ‘These | 
tapers are now used chiefly by wine 
merchants and by sextons in lighting 
church candles, 

The yery short and thick candles, 
called yeilleuses, or night candles, are 
composed of a mixture of wax and 
stearin. The molding machine differs 
considerably from the apparatus used 
for ordinary candles, although the prin- 
ciple of the operation is unchanged. 
After the little candles have cooled 
the attendant remoyes them from the 
molds and conyeys them to women, 
who put them in tin cups, which pre- 
yent the escape of melted wax during 
combustion, and pass them to other 
yyomen, who label and pack them. 

Paraffined paper Is made simply by 
drawing long rolls of paper by means 
of a series of cylinders through a steam 
heated trough containing a solution of 
parafiin and stearic acid and thence to 
a large wooden cylinder, on which it is 
rolled.—Scientific American,

His body was sent 
to Frankford by the C. P, R., and the 
funeral took place on Saturday. Mr. E. 
Walt, of Stockdale, brother of Dr, Walt, 
of this village, was among the injured, 
having received a severeshock, and was 
badly bruised and cut, though no bones 
were broken, He, with others, was 
taken to Sudbury hospital, and is pro- 
gressing fayorably towards recovery. 
George Rose and Sheldon Morris, of 
Frankford, were also among the injur- 
ed, the latter having a leg fractured, 


The failure of the brakes to act on the

silage, except in latitudes so far north 
that corn of proper maturity cannot be 
grown every year. This would apply, 
for instance, to parts of the North-West 
where dry feeds are abundant and suc- 
ulent feed very scarce. This grade of 
silage, fed moderately. would give good 
resulls in combination with ground feed 
and dry forage. Corn that is too ripe 
develops too much heat in curing. 

As it usually takes several days to 
fill a silo, it is belter to have corn of 
different degrees of maturity. Generally 
the ripest is put on top. ‘The better way 
would be to put the most mature corn 
in the botlom and greenest on top. 
Filled in this way there will be little loss 
on top. Silage spoils there by drying 
out and then moulding; so guard against 
the drying out. 

Where it is possible to get corn into 
the silo in a few days I would prefer to 
cut when it takes on that light green 
color found in corn just fit to shock, 
To the trained eye this is just as dis- 
cernible as a field of ripe, small grain, 
but in a majority of cases, it is unsafe 
to wait:so long. Allow for accidents, 
wel weather, etc., and start in time, so 
that you will get most of it in in best

What western

tem of dry farming” consists 
the exercise of intelligence, care, Di 
tlence and tireless Industry. It differs 
in detail from the good farming meth- 
ods practiced and taught at the various 
agricultural experiment stations, but 
the underlying principles are the same, 

These principles are two In number: 
First, to keep the surface of the land 
under cultivation loose and finely pul- 
yerlzed, ‘his forms « soll mulch that 
permits the rains and melting snows to 
percolate readily through to the com- 
pacted soll beneath and that at the 
same time prevents the moisture stored 
in the ground from being brought to 
the surface by capillary attraction, to 
be absorbed by the hot, dry air, The 
second is to keep the subsoil finely pul- 
yerized and firmly compacted, increas- 
ing its water holding capacity and its 
capillary attraction and placing it in 
the best possible physical condition for 
the germination of seed and the devel- 
opment of plant roots. The dry farm- 
er thus stores water not in dams and 
artificial reservoirs, but right where it 
ean be reached by the roots of growing 
crops. 

Through these principles 2 rainfall of 
twelve inches can be conserved so ef- 
fectively that it will produce better re- 
sults than are usually expected of an 
annual precipitation of twenty-four 
inches in humid America. The discov- 
erer and demonstrator of these prin- 
ciples deserves to rank among the 
greatest of national benefactors, He 
has not merely made two blades of 
grass grow where only one grew before, 
but he has made it possible to cover 
with wheat and corn, alfalfa and other 
useful crops tens of thousands of square 
miles of fertile land on which nothing 
but sagebrush, cacti, Kansas sunflow- 
ers and bunch grass are now found.—

RAINFALL. 


The Processes of Nature by Which It 
Is Produced. 

Rain is, as we all know, the moisture 
of the atmosphere condensed into 
drops large enough to fall with per- 
ceptible velocity to the earth. The va- 
riation in the sizes of the drops is de- 
pendent upon the difference in the 
height from which they have fallen 
and to the amount of atmospheric dis- 
turbance present at the time. If they 
fall from great heights the drops suf- 
fer gradual division into smaller and 
smaller parts until they are at last 
converted into mists. In calm weather, 
with the clouds near the earth’s sur- 
face, the drops are apt to be large 
and heavy. ‘The formation of rain is 
in general o continuation or an en- 
largement of the processes by which 
clouds and fogs are formed. The dep- 
osition of moisture depends upon the 
cooling of the atmosphere, but concern- 
ing the precise process by which the 
cooling is effected various opinions are 
entertained even among those who 
haye made meteorology a life study. 
In considering the matter we haye de- 
duced our reckonings from what is 
considered the best authority on the 
subject. From this it appears that the 
temperature of a given mass of warm 
air is lowered in the ordinary course 
of atmospheric phenomena by one or 
the other of the processes mentioned 
in the following: By radiation to the 
cold sky, by radiation to the neighbor- 
ing masses of clouds or the cold 
ground, by mixture with cool air or by 
the absorption of heat in the expan- 
sion of ascending columns of air. 
Whatever the process may be, one 
thing is sure—the cooling must take 
place before the moisture will collect 
into drops of sufficient size to cause 
them to fall from the mass of vapor 
in which the constituent parts have 
been floating.

LUNATICS IN BRITISH ISLES. 


The Number is Growing at an Alarming 
Rate. 


A most disquieting volume for the 
British reader is the sixtieth report of 
the Commissioners in Lunacy. From 
this it would appear that-lunacy is in- 
creasing In the British Isles in a most 
slarming fashion, while the cost of 
maintaining the pauper lunatics appears 
to be rapidly mounting out of all pro- 
portion to the numerical increase. 

As showing what a burden they are 
fo the British taxpayers, one finds from 
{he report that 122,000 persors were 
| detained Jast year at a cost of 15 shil- 

lings a week each, every penny of which 

had to be found by the efficient mem- 
bers. of the communily. 

In less than fifty years the number of 
insane has more than trebled. From 
30,000 in 1859 it has risen to 122,000, an 

| inerease which is parallel to the recent 
increase in the unemployed and pau- 
pers. \ 

An important section of the report 
des!s with the question how far insan- 
ily {5s due to heredity. The number of 
Cises Which con be definitely ascribed 
te this cause is given at about one- 
quarter of the total. 

One starlling feature of the report is 
that annually some 8,000 persons are 
discharged from asylums as nominally 
recovered, such persons, as is known 
from experience, being a source of dan- 
ger of contamination to the population, 
But over and above this is the large 
number of patients sent into freedom 
every year “not recovered.” 

Last year there were 1,872 of such 
and the report calculates that “rather 
|More than one-third of the discharged 
| including in this calculation those whe 


sent back to the asylums.” 

There is, accordingly, a constant 
stream of lunatics flowing out of the 
various asylums as. well as a la ger 
flood that is always flowing inward. 
This, of course, helps the production of 
hereditary lunatics, One-sixth of the 
women more than 20 years old admit- 
fed into asylums during the last four 
years were widows. Less than one- 
tenth of the men admitted were widow- 


ers.

WILL HAUL GRAIN NEXT SEASON. 


Rapid“Progress Being Made in the Con- 
struction of G. T. P. 


“Canada will have a remarkable rbil- 
way when the Grand Trunk Pacific is 
built,” is the statement which was made 
recently by Mr. Collingwood Schreiber, 
chief consulling engineer to the Can- 
adian Government. 

“T have just, come from the West, 
where I have been inspecting the por- 
tion of the linc from Winnipeg to Ed- 
monton. I drove the entire distance 
of the route from Portage la Prairie to 
Edmonton. 

“The surveyors have found a splen- 
did line. It is practically straight, and 
the maximum grade to the eastward is 
four-tenths of one per cent., and west- 
ward five-lenths. 

“As the Grand Trunk Pacific people 
expect to do about as well through the 
mountains from Edmonton to the Paci- 
fic, and as the national transcontinent- 
a’ surveyors have practically secured 
these grades all the way from Winni- 
peg to the Atlantic, there is no doubt 
the line will be the best of all the trans- 
continental lines, and cabable of the 
most economic administration and hand- 
ling the greatest amount of traffic at 
2 minimum cost. . 

“By autumn there will be over ahun- 
dred miles of the line west of Winni- 
peg railed, and there is little doubt the 
road will participate in the hauling of 
the crop next year. The settlers are 
going in with the road. Their shacks 
were seen dolting the prairie for the 
whole distance from Portage la Prairie 
tc Edmonton.
